NEW BUSINESS

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY SUPERVISOR SAVAGE

WHEREAS, the Alden Town Board has noticed the need to make improvements to the
Center (“Center”), for which grant monies are available. More specifically, the Center is
in need of new windows, restrooms renovations, and a new handicapped accessible water
cooler/fountain.

WHEREAS, the Alden Town Board would like to utilize the monies available from the
Erie County Community Development Block Grant program.

WHEREAS, the Town Board held a public hearing on October 3, 2005, notice of which
was properly posted and published. No public comment was received.

WHEREAS, The Town Board after full and careful review and consideration of the need
findsthat it isin the public interest to authorize said improvements at the Center;

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS:

1. At aMeeting of the Alden Town Board held on October 17, 2005, the Board
Authorized Supervisor Richard A. Savage to sign, submit, and execute a Contract and/or
other necessary paperwork, with the Erie County Community Development Block Grant
Program for the following project upon approval of ECCDBG :

A. Improvements to the Town of Alden Senior Citizen Center.

2. The Town Board authorizes the above listed improvements to the Center, provided
that the Town of Alden is awarded the Grant monies.

3. Thisresolution shall take effect immediately. The foregoing Resolution was duly put
to avote on October 17, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.

Councilman Snyder moved and Councilwoman Cooke seconded the Motion to approve
Jean Weisbeck’ s use of the Y outh Center — at Town Hall Cafeteria and gym on Saturday,
November 19, 2005 from 10:00 pm to 12:30 am for a cast party involving 40 students
and 4 Adult chaperones. No floor hockey to be played. Arrangements for
opening/closing the Town Hall to be made with the Recreation Director. Town Clerk to
advise Ms. Weisbeck of conditions.

Councilwoman Cooke moved and Councilman Cole seconded the motion setting Town
of Alden Trick or Treat night as Monday, October 31, 2005 from 6-8:00 pm.

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY COUNCILMAN COLE WHO
MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY COUNCILMAN SNYDER TO WIT,

WHEREAS, the County of Erieis responsible for maintaining many roads located within
the Town of Alden;

WHEREAS, the County of Erie would like to contract with the Town of Alden for the
years 2005-2007 to allow the Town of Alden to remove snow, to sand, and to control ice
and snow on some of the County Roads located within the Town of Alden;



WHEREAS, the proposed Contract will pay the Town of Alden fair and adequate
consideration for its winter road maintenance services on County Roads; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board after full and careful review and consideration of the
County’ s request finds that it isin the public interest to enter into the proposed Contract
with the County of Erie;

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS:

1. That the Town Board does hereby authorize Supervisor Savage to enter into and
execute al necessary documents to effectuate the Contract with the County of Erie;

2. The Town Clerk is directed to mail three (3) certified counterparts of this Resolution;
three (3) Contracts executed by the Supervisor and Insurance Certificates to the County
of Erie.

3. ThisResolution shall take effect immediately.

The above Resolution was duly put to aroll call vote on October 17, 2005 and was
unanimously adopted.
